The 50 cents little Willie makes 
each week selling newspapers after 
school will have to be counted in 
with father’s salary when the head 
of the family computes his income, 
according to the sample of the new 
income return blank: received by 
Collector of Internal Revenue Jus- 
tus Wardell. 

The instructions on the blank call 
for a tax return from every unmar- 
ried citizen and resident of the 
United States with a net income of 
$1,000 or more for the year 1917, 
and from every married man or 
head of a family with a joint in- 
come, including the income of his 
wife or dependents, of $2,000 or 
more for the same period. Married 
men are allowed a further exemp- 
tion of $200 for each dependent 
child under 18 years 

The returns have to be made to 
the Internal Revenue Collector prior 
to March 1, 1918, and the tax has 
to be paid on or before June 15, 
1918,
